The first definite step to-
wards the establishment of
a municipal hospital, made
})oasible by the gift of the
ate Mrs. Ellen Fitzgerald,
was made Friday night
when a motion introduced
by Alderman J. B. Simpson
and seconded by Alderman
J. C. Sikes, was unanimously
soassed authorizing The

ournal to solicit subscrip-
tions through its columns
for the fitting and mainte-
nance of the hospital. -

Meeting with the Alder-
men was a committee from
the Chamber of Commerce,
composed of Messrs. T. P.
Dillon, W, B. Love and E. C.
Carpenter. In the afternoon
prior to the meeting, a com-
tee from the Aldermen, com-
posed of Messrs. J. C. Sikes
and W. A. Henderson, and a
committee from the Cham-
ber of Commerce, composed
of Messrs. W. B. Love and
E. C. Carpenter, met and
drew up the following reso-
lution, which was read to the
Aldermen in session and
promptly adopted by them:

“Whereas, the late Mrs. Ellen Fitz-
gerald by her Last Will and Testa-
ment, as appears from the Record of
Wills, Book 4, page 159, SBee. 13 in
the office of Clerk of the Superior
Court of Union County, devised to
the City of Monroe certain property

providing a hospital for the sick and
diseaved, and others requiring sur-
gleal or medieal attention, the sald
residence being on the Bast side of
Hayne street, North of the residence
of Dr. J. M. Belk, and South of the
residence of Charles M. Shannon, In
the City of Monroe, County of Unlon
and State of North Carolina, and
which i&8 now occupled by me as a
residence, The City of Monroe shall
make the necessary provisions for
paying the expenses of the hospital,
providing nurscs, physiclans, equip-
ment necessary for a good hospital
and ses that it serves the purpose for
which I have given it to the Cliy of
Monroe, 1 do not attach conditions
requiing it to be free for all sick or
diseased persons, but leave the au-
thorities of the City of Monroe to
make-such rules and regulations ns
shall be needed and charging such
persons as are able to pay for the at-
tention of physicians, nurses, board,
ele.”

"And whercas, the Cily of Monroe,
by and through Its governing board,
desires to accept this generous gift
from a good and noble woman who
foresaw the urgent necessity of such
an institution;

“And whereas, the City of Monroe,
by and through its governing board,
are of the opinion thut the sald hos-
pital should be at once equipped and
opened in kecping with the devise,
and that a board of directors should
be appointed to take charge of and
manage the same;

“Now, therefore, it Is upon motion
of J. B. Simpson and seconded by J.
C. Sikes, moved that the following
resolutions be adopted:

“First. That the name of this hos-
pital shall be ‘The Ellen Fitzgerald
Hospital.'

“S8econd. That the management of
the same In all of its details shall be
entrusted to a board of nine diree-
tors, who shall be residents of the
City of Monroe, and shall be gppolpt-
ed to sald office by the Board of Al-
dermen at their first meeting in May.
1017, to hold office for a period of
two years and until thelr successors
are clected and gqualified, and that
the following be and they are herchy
appointed directors from this date
until the meeting In Mey, 1917, to-
wit:—Chag, feeman, A. M. Stack,
H. A, Shute, Dr. J. M. Belk, W, E.
Cason, J, H. Lee, R, F. Beasley, J. W.
Laney and D. A, Houston.

“Third, That the sald board of ar-
rectors shall have no authority to
pledge the falth or credit of the City
of Monroe without the permission of
sald City In the form of a resolution
to that effect, and that it shall be
thefr duty to at once Investigate the
needs of sald hospital and make its
report to the Board of Aldermen to-
gother with such recommendations as
they may think advisable, looking to
properly eqipping and starting of said
haspital.

Be-
sides this Mr. T. P Dillon has promis-
ed te give the new janitor charge of
the grave digging, which provides an
average revenue of abhout $200, Sev-
eral applications for the Job are pend-
ing.

John Robinzon hag worked faith-
fully for the school board for nearly
twenty years, but the increased care
of the high school has given him
Jugt a little more than he can very
well care for, And too, he is no
carpenter and some work In this line
is often needed, Aside from this he
has given perfect satisfaction.

Many young men and young ladies
will regret the leaving of John.
Everybody that ever went to the Mon-
roe schools Hked him. At Christmas
times the Woys ulways remembered
John with little presents, and he was
nlso universally liked by both teach-
ers and superintendents,

John was paid $30 per monih, and
given the free use of a house., He
was also provided with fuel.

“CHARACTER OF MOSES,"
DR. GURNEY'S SERMON.

The Wise Leader of the Israclites
Was One of the Greatest Figures
in Bibical History, and His Charac-
ter Exorted More Influence For
Good Than the Sayings of All the
Agnostics.

“The Character of Moses,” was the
subject of Dr. Gurney's sermon at
the Presbyterian church Sunday
evening. The attendance was small,
there being present only & dozen or
g0 owing to the threatening weather.
Dr. Gurney handled his subject with
the minute precision of a thorough
scholar and historian, and his know-
ledge of Bibical history was a reve-
lation to some who had never had the
pleasure of hearing him before,

“Every nation has had its grear
men,” =ald Dr. Gurney, “rFance had
her Napoleon; Germany had her Bis-
marck: England had her Cromwell;
and here in the United States we
bhuve had our Washington, Jefferson
and Lincoln. Israel had her great
men, too— -Abrabam, Isaac, Jacob and
othors, but none so great as Moses,
the chosen leader of his people.”

Dr. Gurney then guve a brier
sketch of the birth and the early
life of Moses—how he was found Ip
the bulrushes by Pharoah's daughter
and bow he became o favorite at the
King's court, winning the respect
and admirution of a people that were
antagoniging his own race. Cotinu-
ing, the speaker sald:

“Moses had a vision of a burning
bush in the desert * * * that was
more than a vision to him—it was a
symbol of leadership. God called up-
on him, and he said: ‘Here am L'
In this incident Moses demonstrated
his wonderful faith, that was per-
haps not equalled by any of the
Bibical characters.

“The first declaration of indepen-
dence does not date from the time
of the Mecklenburg declaration of in-
men,” sald Dr. Gurney, “France had
dependence, as the Charlotte people
delight to believe, but dates from the
time of Moser. He was the liberator,
or emancipator of his people. Modestly
is always an accomplishment of great-
ness, and modesty was one of the
greatest attributes of Moges, .

“When the promised land ‘was
reached, Moses' work was done, and
God lead him up Into a mountain and
there he died and was buried In an
unknown, unnamed gruve.

“Méokness arises in  righteous
indignation. Moses was ever ready
to stand for the vight. He was also
magnaminous. Moses always expreas
ed his admiration for Abraham, and
he was therefore modest. He was a

feader; an organizer. If Moses had {men
[Jived in the present day he would

have probably been a Lord, or a
Prince, or an Honorable in this coun-
try, or some member of some other
titled foreign nobility. He was a
man of great faith, He had confi-
dence In his work, and he had faith
in God. He could not have Inspired
his people if he had lncked the won-
dertul power of faith,

“There stands no greater man In
divine higtory from the standpoint of
faith and work than Moses. As &
tribute to his wonderful powers of
gtatesmunghip and generalship, there
stands the fuct today that no great-
er form of government ever existed
than that perfected by Moses.

“Moses died at the age of 120,
His life's work was divided Into three
parts, but 1 think I muy be safe in
stating that it was really only divid-
ed Into two parts — 80 years of
preparation, and forty years ol ser-
viee in the work of the Loxd. He
was prepared for his work by forty
yeuars in the desert,

“We need to hear the volee of God
today. . Men are living too [fast.
Think ®f the thousands and thou-
sinde of nervous wrecks in our sani-
tarfums today, Think of the vast
industrial clamor, the disease, the
viee, and the poverty that exists in
the world today. \

“Some persons think that we must
be wrought in a spirit of ectasy to
hear the volce of God. Moses heard
the volce of God in the desert, and I
think that the place for divine com-
munfention fs in the common sur-
roundings.

“The character of Moses has hod
more influence over the world than
all of the sayings of the agnostics,
the infidels and of the orthodox.”

SEWERAGE TO BE INSTALLED
IN THE MONROE SCHOOLS

Work Wil be Commenced in Order
to Have the Closets Ready by First
of September.

A pragressive step towards sanita-
tion was taken Friday night by the
Board of Aldermen, when they grant-
el the School Board permission to
install sewerage at both the Graded
school and the High School. This
action was taken at the request of a
committee, representing the school
board.

The cost of the work will amount

to several hundred dollars—probably
# thousand dollars—hbut both the
Aldermen and the school board feel
that they are justified in making this
step, despite the fact that the city
has very little money to spare. An
ex-member of the school board pic-
tured a doleful scene of the little chil-
dren runoing around In the raln to
get to the closets, which are located
gome distance from the sehool bulld-
ing, and mentioned the very unsani-
tary method of disposeal as [s present
used.
Twelve stools were proportioned to
the grammar school, and six to the
high school. The work will begin at
once In order to have the closets
ready by September, when the ses-
slon opens.

GERMAN SUBMARINE
REACHES NORFOLK

SEALED MESSAGE FROM
KRAISER TO WILSON ABOARD

Vessel Makes 4,000 Mile Sea Voyage,
Being the and Most Haz-
ardous Ever Undertaken by Any
Underwater Craft—Dodges Enemy
Warships.

Norfolk Dispatch,, July 9,

Bearing a sealed message from
Emperor Willam of Germany, to
President Woodrow Wilson, running
{the gauntlet of innumerable dangers
from mines, sea-gweepers and enemy
warships, and bringing a cargo or
dyestuffs, chemicals and mall estl-
mated at 750 tons, the German un-
dersen merchantman the Dt'lll.l-‘rh-l
land, quietly slipped into Chesapeake
Bay this morning at 1:45. It was
the completion of a 4,000 mile sea
voyage for the eraft, the longest and
most hazardous ever attempted by
any submarine, Three hours later,
led by the tug Thomas F. Timmins,
the little vessel with a record of 13
days of mysterous vigil off the Vir-
ginia capes, the great submarine be-
gan the last leg of her voyage, up
the Chesapeake Bay.

On the heels of the Deutschland
and following in her wake with all
the speed to be coaxed from her pow-
erful boilers, the coast guard Onon-
dagn dashed up the bay.

On board the Onondaga is Collector
Norman Hamilton of Norfolk and a
number of newspaper men. Whether
or not Mr. Hamilton has orders is
not known. Some believe thut the
Onondaga undertook the chase of the
Deutschland at the request of Mr.
Hamilton and that he and not Cap-
tain Chiswell is under orders.

No Torpedo Tubes.

The Deutehland carries, mounted
in her connlng tower, two small guns,
of about three-inch caliber. There
were no evidences of torpedo tubes,
She is also equipped with a bridge
and powered by two Delsel engines,
of the latest type. The boal is capa-
ble of submerging in less than two
minutes, On the surface of the wa-
ter the* submarine has a speed of
from two to three koots an hour
more than the average wmerchant
steamer.

Captain Cocke sald the commander
of the Deutsehland made no effmt to
conceal anything snd wans extremely
frank in stating his misslon to the
United States; that of Instituting an
undersew merchant marine export
and import business belween (he
United States and Germany,

1eft Home Port June 23,

Captain Cocke stated that the eom-
mander of the Deulschland said he
left his German home port on June
23, and although he encounteded a
number of merchunt ships, and one
warship, that he easily escaped de-
tection by submerging, He declured
that the entire vovage was unevent-
ful. Reaching the vicinlty of the
Virginia coast Saturdny morning the
Deutsehland remained far  outside,
knowing that the capes were puarded
by enemy warships, and came in lagt
night under cover of darkness. He
declared that he found no difficulty
in evading the two enemy eruisers
outside of the capes, by submerging.
He declared that at one time he was
within 500 yarde of the French cruis-
er, but passed in unobserved.

The daring of the German com-
mander was shown In the slatement
that while submerged he ran past
the warships, coming to the surfaes
when within four miles of the coast
line. After that the remainder of the
Journey to abgolute safety was easy,

According to reports brought in,
and said to have been given out hy
members of the Dentschland's crew,
the gsubmersible arrived off the capes
late Thursday alternoon, but was de-
tectod by the English and French
cruisers on guard, and was forced to
make a run of It, to escape. It is
declared that the chase was a stern
one lasting until Sunday morning be-
fore the warships gave up the hope-
lesa taek and returned to their sta-
tions. This report is to the effect that
the Deutschland went to sea nearly
300 miles before she got rid of her
pursuers, that she was fired at several
times and that the delay prevented
her from reaching her destination on
schedule time, early Friday morning.
Naval officers gave little credence to
this report, declaring that ik would
have been no hard matter to have
evaded the enemy ships with the loss
of a few hours at the outside. The
reports needs verification.

Other Submarines Coming.

Baltimore Dispateh, July 10,

The German submarine-merchant-
man Deutschland tonight was ready
to discharge her milllon-dollar cargo
and take abroad for the return trip
metal and rubber needed by Emperor
Willlam's armies and navy.

FIGHTING THUNDERING ON
TWO BATTLE FRONTS

British Are Convinced Steady Me-
Advances Must Be Ex-

London Dispatch, July 10,

Violent fighting pergists on the two
great battle fronts with Muctuating
fortunes, and has brought to Britigh
minds the warning of correspondents
from the opening of the Somme bat-
tle, that the steady, methodieal pres-
sure, rather than brilliant advances
must be expected. The Russians have
crossed the Stokhod River at many
points and their continued progress
i8 the outstanding feature of the Al-
lled offensive,

The DBritish official stutement to-
night says the Germans have entered
Trones wood, and records further
progress east of Orvilleres and La-
Bojeselle, in addition to a looting se-
cured by the Britikh in the Mametz
woods, where the Germans had ro-
sisted all British efforts. In o bril-
liant atinek the French have carried
Hill No 87, a4 helght which dominates
the Somme southeast of Biaches, ac-
cording to the Paris official state-
ment,

The German official * communica-
tlon admits Freoch possession of
Biaches, only u short distance from
Peronne, which tow (& thus seriously
exposed and threatened.

German war correspondents are al-
ready clalming that the Allied offen-
give has been brought to a standstill.

The correspondent of The Berlin
Tageblatt, with the Austriann army,
testifies to the Inexhaustible supply ol
Russian troops, the great efficiency of
the Russian artillery and cavalry and
the endless supplies of ammunition
as In great contrast to the condition
of the Russlan forces last year

The Geéermang are continuing their
strong altuck wlong the Tussinn
front, but the view is held here that
this s only with the object of gain-
ing time to perfect the defenses of
Kovel und Viadimir-Golynskl and to
remove large stores of military mate-
rial from these points to Brest-
Litovek and lvangorod.

He also remarke that it would
look pretty to see lghts strung up
frem the depot to Nir. R, A Morrow's
residence,

Mr. Dillon was auihorized 1o in-
form the Main street proporty own-
ers that the cost of the paving would
not be over $1.60 a squuare vird;
but would perhaps not amounlt to
over $1.10 4 square yard,

Sanitation Macussed,

Mre, Henry Laney, the Sanitary
Ispector, appeared  before the Al-
dermen lust night for & conference in
order to determine their attitude to-
wards her work, She discussed the
sitvation all over the town, and she
painted a rather disngreeable picture.
Two parties, she sald. had failed to
put sewerage in their homes in the
sewerake zone. Many othersa out of
the sewernge zone had  falled to
screen thelr closets, and refysed to do
f0. 8he wanted to know how to pro-
eceed,

The Aldermen were plalnly wor-
ried, Although they had passed the
ardinances, they did not feel like in-
dieting parties for failure to comply
with them. Finully, Alderman Wil-
Hams arose and made the motion
thit Mre. Laney be authorized to en-
force the law to the limit, ng they
had made the laws and (ntended to
have the respected,  Alderman Hen-
derson geconded his motion and it
carried. So all parties who hive not
complied with the sanitary laws will
be indicied,

Miyor Fowler stuted that e was
getting calls from ail over the eity
to come and clean out ditches, As a
succestor to Mr. Allen English has
not yet be secured, the Aldermen ap-
pointed Mr. Paul Griffith to look af-
ter the work temporarily at a salary
of forty dollars per month,

After the appointment of Mr. Grif-
fith, Alderman Willinms stated that
be thought the city was paylng too
much for sanitary inspectors. This
matter was not discussed, but put off
to the next meeting,
